Lawrence,  and  that  no  Company  was  authorized  to  construct  such  a  work  prior 
to  the  passing  of  the  Act  16  Vic,  chap.  75,  by  which  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad 
Company  was  emjiowered  to  do  so.  Your  Committee  have,  however,  ascertain- 
ed that  tiie  Company  have  always  professed  a  readiness  to  piy  Mr.  Keefer  for 
anv  -ervioe.s  of  iii:~  o'l' whieli  ihelr"  Engineers  have  availed  tlieni.-elves.
